The Joat ot the olUed troops, most 
ot them seriously wounded, arrived 
In mld-monilng under on umbrella 
of Spitfire and Hurricane planes 
which streaked a broad path across 
the 60-mlle strcteh of the channel 
to Dieppe above warships and trans- 
ports.

The noon commtmique reported 
that Russian forces had made "a 
number" ot counter-ottocks around 
Kletsknya. which is 7S miles north- 
west ot atallngiad and tho Volga 
river line, and had wiped out icvcn 
German tanks and a bjittallon 
(1.000 men> of Infantry.

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INDUSTRY HAS MET THE TEST 
We aro beginning to reap the sour fruit 
of our long refusnl to recognize the obvloua. 
Even after we actually were In the war as 
allies of Great Britain, Russia and China, wo 
Insisted publicly and privately that we were 
^lot going to enter the war. Now we are pay- 
ing for that ostrlch-lll:o absurdity. 

This nation's Industry ha.-} done an un- 
believable fast and efficient Job of converting 
from pianos to planes, from baby carriages 
to Bhlp3. from automobile to tanks, from 
cornets to sliells. 

In all probability industry will prove Itself 
capable of moklng, before the calendar year 
ends, the stupendous agKrogatc of seven 
blUlon dollars worth ol armament and muni- 
tions and other war material each month. 
' We won't accomplish that because there 
isn't enough of several vital raw materials, of 
which steel and copper are best publicized and 
perhaps most Important. 

We are short of steel and copper, rubber 
ftnd tin, at least partly because wo insisted on 
kidding ourselves, for bo long, that wo could 
keep out of this war and servo merely as a 
n on -belligerent granary and factory for our 
anti-axla frlenda. 

This 1b not sold in any spirit of bitterness, 
nor is the complaint directed at any individ- 
ual or group. President Roosevelt is at fault, 
and congress and the people; the isolationists 
and the interventionists; capital and labor; 
the fanners and city folks. 

Nevertheless, tho record should bo kept 
straight. As a nation, we failed to preparo for 
this war by making and continually revising 
the blueprints for an army and a navy and 
lor necessary equipment and supplies and 
transportation, 

Knov£lng that Japan tinted us and had 
Asiatic designs with which we interfered, we 
failed to lay emergency plans against the sort 
of disaster that we have suffered in the 
far cast. 

When Pearl Harbor tossed us overnight into 
belligerency, we had no idea what sort of war 
fwo-'wero going to light, or where, or what we 
should need for the purpose. 

We wasted valuable time seeking to make 
analyses that could have been made well in' 
, advance. 

We guessed what we should need in the 
■way of raw materials, and too often guessed 
Wrong, 

Now. facing the crisis, we have a productive 
plant of incredible versatility and potential- 
ity, increasingly Idio for lack of raw materials. 

This war has produced many failures, ex- 
cusable and otherwise. They do not include 
the institution of free enterprise. Our "sel- 
fish." "cruel," "unsocial." "money-grubbing" 
capitalistic industry has met every test. 



F[RST GENERATION AMERICAN 

Elsie Papajohn probably never has seen 
her name in the newspapers before. She Isn't 
rich or social register. She isn't .especially 
beautiful or, so far as the record indicates^ 
remarkably Intellectual. Neither has she at- 
tracted attention by flouting even the minor 
laws of her community. 

Elsie Is Just a first generation American. 
Her father, an artist, came here from Greece

CUSTOM.S— Washington's optimism about future 
recoiiqucat ol territory wrested from tho United States 
and our allies Is reflected in courses which have been 
quietly, established al unlvoraltles and iclenUfIc schools. 
In an experiment wholly new to uj, we are educaUiig 
lawyers, ndmlnlstratora and teclmlctans for Uie needs 
ot jiosiwur years. 

Except In llic Fhlllpplnei and oUier po;dcsslon.i with- 
out major problems, Undo Sam never had a large or 
expert staff ot colonial managen. In general our gov- 
ernors of outlying provinces were mere puppets, the 
adnUnlstraUon pulling the wires. Obviously we cannot 
police and restore vast areas by such a slipshod ar- 
rangement. Bo wo aro belatedly beginning lo prepore 
for Fventiml responsibilities.

Tlie present subject status of In- 
dia, the failure to arrange aomelhlng 
that more approaches a tree status, 
is Incon-ilstent wlUi the alms pro- 
fessed In the AUanUc charter. Gan- 
dhi's present treachery Is one thing. 
The neglect ot the problem llsell is 
something else. 

Americans are in one sense Intrud- 
ing on a private affair twtwcen 
Britain and India when they. con- 
cern themselves with the matter. 
But In another sense II Is a matter 
that attccU aU of the United Na- 
tions. The fact that American troops 
~~~ In India luggests that this 
country does have some kind ot 
interest in the matter.
